Than he 
there is no more popular man with the 
democrats of New York in America. He 
has spoken here before, and his speeches 
have been vote makers. Great things are 
expected of his entry into the campaign, 
which, up to date, Mr. Cleveland has de- 
clined to aid in. 

Hill and the congressional candidates be- 
lleve that Crisp’s coming will have better 
effect than @ letter from Mr. Cleveland at 


,this late day. New York has always been 


partial to Crisp. New Yorkers believe in 
him, and he should do much good for the 
cause. 
Grace Calls at Headquarters. 
One of the first callers at democratic 
headquarters today was William R. Grace, 
He first first saw Executive Chairman 
Thatcher and then had an hour’s con- 
ence with Major Hinckley and Clerk De- 
frees.

Most of them, however, 
do not seek to conceal their disappointment 
or anger that his candidacy has not received 
open encouragement from the national ad- 
ministration. The republicans abate none 
of their claims, and insist that, with the 
general republican tendency this year and 
the democratic defection from Hill, the 
latter will be snowed under. 

There has been but little betting so far 
in the campaign, but the reports of wagers 
at the stock exchange and elsewhere show 
odds on Morton not unfrequently of two to 
one. Smaller odds are given on Strong 
against Grant, the perfection.of the Tam- 
many organization throughout the city 
making the supporters of the committee of 
seventy rather cautious about risking their 
money, however much they anticipate, a 
great anti-Tammany uprising. 

Happy That Crisp Is Coming. 

The Hill democrats were pleased tonight 
by the announcement that Speaker Crisp, 
of the house of representatives, had can- 
celed engagements in order to speak in 
this city or Brooklyn. They were also much 
pleased by a letter for Hill fram Chauncey 
F’.

AWARDED TO A SOUTHERNER. 


The Contract for Dredging Harlem 
River, New York. 
Washington, October 30.—The contract for 
dredging and improving the Harlem river, 
New York, will be awarded to Rittenhouse 
R. Moore, of Mobile, Ala., by the war de- 

“tment. When proposals for doing the 
work were opened, the bid of Mr. Modédre 
was found to be considerably lower than 
those of his competitors, the next lowest 
being that of a New York firm. The engineer 
officer at New York, after examining the 
bids, forwarded them to Colonel Casey, 
chief of engineers, with the recommendation 
that the bid of the New York firm be ac- 
cepted. He suggested that the bid of Mr. 
Moore was informal because of two irreg- 
ularities. Colonel Casey examined the bids 
and endorsed the 1ecommendation of the 
New York engineer and sent the papers to 
the secretary of war in this shape. Sena- 
tor Pugh, of Alabama, heard of the objec- 
tion to the bid of Mr. Moore and saw Colo- 
nel Casey about the matter. Soon after the 
senator’s visit, Colonel Cusewy re-considered 
his action, struck out his approval of the 
recommendation of the New York officer 
and returned the matter to the secretary 
with the recommendation that Mr. Moore 
be awarded the ‘contract. This is probably 
the first time that a firm so far south has 
succeeded in securing such a large contract 
in New York. 


“BUCKET SHOPS” CLOSING 


On Account of the War Being Waged 
Against Them. 

Pittsburg, Pa., October 30.—As a result 
of the crusade against the bucket shops 
inauguarted last Saturday night, two of 
these concerns have already gone out of 
business. The Fourth Avenue Stock Com- 
pany, located in the Dallmeyer block, quit 
business yesterday and neither of the pro- 
prietors can be located this morning. The 
North American, in the Furgerson block 
on Third avenue, of whith S. L. Reno was 
manager, has also ceased to do business. 
The tickers have been removed from both 
of the above concerns, and nothing re- 
mains today except the blackboards and 
other shops still open are almost deserted 
by their habitues, who are afraid to risk 


Ya raid from the police, which is liable to 


occur at any hour. It is stated that sev- 
eral of the smaller concerns will close their 
doors at the end of the month. 

Matters about the ‘‘discretionary pools”’ 
are very quiet today and no business is be- 
ing transacted. There are many sensation- 
al reports afloat concerning these places, 
and their patrons. One is that a promi- 
nent churchman, treasurer of the board 
of trustees, is today anxiously seeking the 
loan of a sum sufficient tou make good a 
considerable shortage in his accounts with 
his chureh. The deficit was caused by his 
having used the church’s money in specu- 
lation.

A Girl Wants $10,000 for the Loss of 
an Kye. : 

Raleigh, N. C., October 30.—(Special.)— 
The superior court here gave a verdict for 
$13,000 in the case of Z. W. Haynes against 
for $10,000 
damages for killing O. Haynes’s son, who 
touched a live wire. : 

The court today took up a novel case, 

that of a’girl against Raleigh for $10,000 
damages for the loss of an-eye. This was 
due to the fall of a skyrocket during tha 
celebration of the city centennial two years 
ago. The girl was a spectator and while 
sitting on the steps of a church, a rocked 
fell and struck her. 
The trial of ex-Sheriff James Wilcox, of Pas- 
quotauk, for the murder of John Brothers, 
resulted in Wilcox being held without bail. 
Wilcox is the republican who, last week, 
demanded to be allowed to inspect the elec- 
tion register kept by Brothers. The evi- 
dence shows that this oecurred in Brothers’s 
house, and that the latter refused to per- 
mit Wilcox to see the books. <A quarrel 
followed. Wilcox was ordered to leave the 
house, Brothers’s mother being present, 
but refused, and drew a pistol. Brothers 
then advanced with a stick. Wilcox fired 
as Brothers struck him. Today Wilcox 
applied for habeas corpus.

ONLY AS T0 AMOUNT 


Did Police Commissioner Sheehan Give 
the Lie to the Report 


THAT POLICEMEN WERE BRIBED 


Lively Times at the Lexow Investi- 
gation Yesterday. 


THE COMMISSIONER GAVE THE LIE 


Tothe Story That $10,000,000 Was Annu- 
ally Paid~But He Afterwards Mod- 
ified His Remarks on the Stand. 


New York, October 30.—Commissioner 
Sheehan was on the stand again today, be- 
fore the Lexow committee, and, as usual, 
a good deal of hot talk passed between the 
witness and Mr. Goff. Half ah hour before 
adjournment, Mr. Sheehan was excused for 
the present and another witness took his 
place. 

Senator Goff drew the commissioner out 
in reference to his idea of the duties of the 
police board. First and foremost the wit- 
ness claimed the duty of the board was 
to see that the $5,000,000 annual appro- 
priation wag properly expended. The board 
must also see that the officers on the force 
did their duty. Mr. Goff endeavored to 
make ‘a telling point by getting the witness 
to admit that the board considered the 
proper enforcement of the rules among the 
officers as secondary to the expenditure of 
the $5,000,000 appropriation. The commis- 
sioner, however, would not admit the truth 
of such an inference. 

In the afternoon, Mr. Goff spent consid- 
erable time questioning the witness about 
the New York signal service. The cormis- 
sioner admitted that the service was great- 
ly inferior to that of Chicago, Boston and 
several other large cities, but he could not 
explain why this was the case. At the con- 
clusion of Mr. Sheehan's testimony for to- 
day, Mr. Goff told the witness to bring his 
private and public bank books tomofrow. 
This the witness positively refused to do. 

“Have the police commissioners seen that 
the laws were enforced?’ 

“Yes, sir, the police commissioners have 
given the citizens of New York the best 
protection they ever had, and the people 
are satisfied with the police force. There 
may be a few dishonorable men on tue 
force, but the remaining members should 
not be held responsibie for their acts.’’ 

“l have no doubt, Mr. Commissioner,’’ 
said Mr. Goff, sarcastically, ‘‘but that a 
certain percentage of the citizens of New 
York have had ample protection.” 

Witnesses He Would Believe. 

Chairman Lexow then askéd the witness 
whether, in the cross-trial he had not said 
he would not believe the evidence of a wo- 
man who kept a disorderly house, The 
witness said he was not prepared to ex- 
press any opinion on any trial unless it 
was before him. 

“] am not going to say whether I would 


‘believe a witness or not,’’ said he, “until 


the entire evidence is in.” 

“But you took the evidence of poolroom 
keepers.”’ 

‘there were many decent men among 
the poolroom keepers. They gave up their 
business when it was declared fllegal.”’ 

Mr. Goff referred to the case of Captain 
Price, who was tried for allowing disurderly 
houses to run in his precinct. 

“What was the verdict in Captain Price's 
case ?’’ 

‘He was fined five days’ pay.” 

“Well, Captain Martins was tried for the 
same offense and fined thirty days pay, 
while Captain Doherty was dismissed on 
the same charge. Explain how these differ- 
ent sentences came about for the same of- 
fense.”’ 

“Captain Price was tried on the charge of 
allowing a disorderly house to run in his 
precinct. This house had been closed long 
before, but two detectives managed to bring 
women in these. He was fined for not be- 
ing vigilant enough. I was in favor of rep- 
rimanding him, as I believed the house had 
been closed. 

“Why did you vote for his conviction?’ 

“Well, in order to make him more vigi- 
lant, if two detectives got into the housge. 
Other people could also get in. The evi- 
dence showed Price did his best.’’ 

“Why was he convicted then?’ 
Senator O’Connor. 

; “Because, I suppose, he did not do bet- 
at 

The cases of Captains Westervelt and 
Haughey were then referred to. Tiey were 
both fiined for allowing disorderly houses 
to run in their precincts. 

“In the month of July Captains Cross, 
Devery and Doherty were dismissed from 
the force for permitting disorderly houses 
to run; while Captains Price and Martin 
and Haughey and Westervelt were only 
fined for the same offense. Please explain 
the different sentences.’’ 

“The cases against Cross, Doherty and 
Devery were entirely different from the 
others. The three captains who were dis- 
missed were also convicted of taking money 
for protection from the keepers of disor- 
derly houses.”’ 

“Is it not a fact that those captains who 
were ned belonged to what is known as 
the Sheehan-Williams ring?’ 

“IT never heard of such a ring.” 

‘‘Haven’t certain commissioners taken 
pains to protect certain captains?’ 

“I never. heard of it.’’ 

Mr. Goff read the presentment of the 
grand jury on March, 1892, calling for the 
suppression of vice and the weeding out of 
corruption from the police force. 

“That is a general indictment,” said the 
witness. “I believe it was learned after- 
wards that it was based on the reports of 
newspapers.”’ 

“Was the superintendent himéelf before 
the grand jury?’ 

“Oh, yes, I believe he was.’’ 

“Have you heard that Mr. Tabor, the 
foreman of the grand jury, said. in an in- 
terview. that from $7,000,000 to $10,000.000 was 
paid annually to the pottce force for pro- 
tection ?’’ 

“If Mr. Tabor made that statement he 
lied.”’ 

“Do you mean to gay that Mr. Tabor, a 
respectable merchant, lied?’ 

“TI mean to say that if he made that 
statement he lied.’’ 

‘Is that Henry M. Tabor?” asked the 
chairman. 

“Yes, sir,” replied Mr. Goff. 

“Did Mr. Tabor lie when he gaild that 
the police department of this city received 
blackmail ?’’

ABBOTT KNOCKS GEHRING OUT. 


Prize Fight at the Academy of Music 
in Baltimore Last Night. 
Baltimore, Md., October 30.—Stanton Ab- 
bott, of England, and Charles Gehring, ex- 
amateur champion of the United States, 
fovght at the Academy of Music tonight 
The fight was announced by Referee N. Lee 
Clarke, to be a six-round go. From the 
start Gehring began to force the fighting 
and the one thousand spectators applauded 
every time he landed a blow. Abbott pro- 
tected his face with his hands and the body 
blows he got were when retreating. The 
first two rounds looked like honors would 
be even at the end of the sixth round. Ab- 
bott was waiting for an opening to get in 
his right and led Gehring on. At the be- 
ginning of the third round, he got the open- 
ing he wanted and landed a staggering blow 
on Gehring’s neck. Gehring then became a 
little more cautious and again Abbott be- 
came apparently careless. He led Gehring 
on, and when he got the opening he wanted 
he made a half right arm swing and caught 
Gehring under the ear. Gehring fell, but 
was up again in eight seconds. Abbott 
measured his distance and again let his 
right go. This time he caught Gehring on 
the point of the jaw and Gehring went 

down and out. 

Gehrng won the amateur championship in 
New York city, Madison Square garden, 
last March, whipping four men in two 
nights. The police began to climb into the 
ring after the first knock down, but not in 
time to prevent the knockout blow.

JAPS WIN AGAIN. | 


Chinese Troops Do Not Display the 
Valor the Jopanese Da 


TWO GREAT VICTORIES REPORTED 


Preparations for the Winter Cam- 
paign Being Made. 


A CORNER IN GOAT SKINS IN JAPAN, 


Until There Is 2 Corner in Them—Ac- 
counts of the Recent Engagements 
Between the Opposing Armies. 


London, October 3&—The Westminster 
Gazette has a dispatch from Yokohama, 
which says that the second Japariese army 
has landed at Falien Wan bay, and is now 


marching upon Port Arthur. The total 
number of Chinese troops at Port Arthur 
and Kin-Chow is 13,000, of which 4,000 are 
raw recruits. 


Two Victories Reported. 

Washington, October 30.—Two important 
and significant Japanese victories are 
recorded by United States Minister Denby, 
in a cable to the state department from 
Peking today. He says that the Chinese 
forces have been defeated af Chin Lien 
Cheng and have retreated to Moukden. 
Also he reports that the Japanese have 
taken one of the Chinese forts at Port 
Arthur. The scene of the first engagement 
is Just across the Yalu river in Manchuria 
and it marks the first real aggressive move- 
ment by the Japanese on Chinese soil, for 
it is believed here that the preceding move- 
ments on the west side of the Yalu river 
by the Japanese have been in the nature 
of skirmishes to develop the real strength of 
the Chinese forces. 

This having been done, the Japanese are 
Supposed to have formally entered upon 
the campaign, with Moukden, the Manchu- 
rian capital, as the objective point. 

To Force the Fighting. 

Unless they are fully prepared to make 
this a winter campaign, something hereto- 
fore unknown in eastern warfare, they will 
be obliged to force the fighting and move 
with great speed, as but fifteen days re- 
main of the open season and after that the 
cold usually becomes intense. 

in the neighborhoon of Port Arthur, 
where the second Japanese success is re- 
ported, the winter climate is not so severe 
and operations may be maintained until 
later in the season, particularly in view 
of the excellent base of supplies afforded 
for the Japanese troops in the presence of | 
their own war vessels in the neighborhood, 
keeping open free lines of communication 
with Corea and Japanese supply ports. 

It is believed here that, notwithstanding 
the taking of a Chinese fort by the Japan- 
ese at Port Arthur, the place will be abie 
to hold out for a long time, as it is strongly 
fortified by land and sea, the pians being 
drawn by experienced Evropean officers, 
and with any but the most reckless and 
cowardly management on the part of its 
defenders, should offer a most formidable 
resistance. The experts in Washington be- 
lieve that it cannot be reduced by the 
Japanese without the uge of heavy siege 
artillery, and, so far as reported, the Japan- 
ese are not supplied with this. 

A Corner on Goat Skins. 

Inasmuch as the capture of Port Arthur 
would result in giving Japan control of 
the gulf of Pe Che Li and cut off the Chi- 
nese capital from communication with the 
sea, it is believed that the Japanese gov- 
ernment will make a most determined effort 
to capture the fortress. The belief that 
they are prepared to do this, even if it in- 
volves a long siege and a winter campaign, 
is borne out by the fact that the agents of 
the Japanese government in this country 
have quietly bought up a vast store of 
goat skins and have practically cornered 
the market. As these skins are commonly 
used in China and Japan as a necessary 
part of the soldiers’ winter raiment, it is 
fair to presume that the Japanese are mak- 
ing ready for a winter campaigning. 

Great interest is shown in the news of 
the day at the Japanese and Chinese lega- 
tions here. The former up to noon had re- 
ceived no advices from their home govern- 
ment relative to the last engagement and 
the Chinese minister evidently was in a 
similar position, for he was anxiously seek- 
ing news from Secretary Gresham this 
morning, even before office hours. 


THE DYING CZAR. 


A Change for the Worse in His Con- 
dition. 

St. Petersburg, October 30.—The following 
official bulletin was issued at 10 o’clock this 
morning: 

“The general condition of the czar has 
becomie considerably worse. Last night 
the spitting of blood, which began yester- 
day with severe coughing, had increased. 
Symptoms of congestion of the left lobe 
of the lungs have manifested themselves. 
His majesty’s condition is one of danger.”’ 

Receives Communien, 


Yalta, October 30.—The czar réceived holy 
communion yesterday. It was administered 
by Father Ivan, “Holy John,” of Cron- 
stadt. 

The condition of the czar is much worse 
today. <All his immediate relatives are 
here, including the queen of Greece, the 
eldest daughter of the Grand Duke Con- 
stantine of Russia, brother of the late 
Emperor Alexander II. 

The children of the queen of Greece have 
also arrived here. The court minister, 
Cuton Veronstoff Nachkoff, the procurat- 
er of the holy synod: Father Pobiedonost- 
zoff and Prince Dolgo Kovuff, the grand 
master of the ceremonies, are also in at- 
tendance upon his majesty. 

His Condition Dangerous. 


St. Petersburg, October #.—The latest dis- 
patches from Livadia §eonfirm previous 
ones announcing a marked change for the 
worse in the czar’s condition. The most 
pronounced symptoms are those of con- 
gestion of the lobe of his left lung, greatly 
increased coughing and raising of blood. 
His condition is extremely dangerous. 

Wales Will Go to Livadia. 

London, October 30.—The report is current 
here that the czar is dying. The decorat- 
ing firm of Marshall & Sneligrove are en- 
gaged upon an order which will occupy 
them until midnight in preparing mourning 
paraphernalia for Marlborough house, the 
residence of the prince of Wales. The 
prince and princess of Wales will start for 
Livadia by a special train at 8:45 o'clock 
in the morning.

Pasquin. 


BOLD ROBBERY IN CHICAGO. 


Two Men Lock the Clerk in Safe and 
Help Themselves to Jewelry. 
Chicago, October 30.--Two robbers made 
a bold play this afternoon in a down-town 
jewelry store, which netted them about 
six thousand dollars’ worth of watches and 
jewelry, and the police have not caught 

them yet. 

Soon after 2 o’clock C. W. Brethaur, the 
senior member of the wholesale jewelry 
firm of Brethaur & Co., 7i Washington 
street, left the office to go to Marshal 
Field’s retail store, around the corner, and 
left his son in charge. The office is on the 
first floor of the building, in plain sight of 
the occupants of the big office buildings. 
Young Brethaur was bending over a show- 
case when the robbers entered. One car- 
ried a revolver and the other brandished 
a murderous look‘ng piece of lead pipe. 
The jeweler was ordered to hold up his 
hards, which he did, and then he was told 
to enter the vault, the doorof which stood 
open. He hesitated and he was thrown in 
by a robber gripping his throat. The door 
was closed and the desperate thieves bun- 
died the contents of showcases and cash- 
box into a sack. The work occupied only 
a few minutes and when the father of 
the imprisoned man returned, he suspect- 
ed nothing. A commercial traveler soon 
came and hearing the noise of pounding 
on the vault door, the discovery of the 
exhausted prisoner and the robbery was 
made, but there was no trace of the rob- 
bers. 

The Story Not Believed. 

The police are inclined to doubt the re- 
port of the robbery. It is alleged that the 
elder Brethaur does not account for the 
thirtv minutes interval of time in his story 
about his absence from the store. A den- 
tist. who accupies a room next to the jew- 
elry firm’s place of business, separated 
only by a thin partition, says he heard 
no cries for help from young Brethaur. 


FIVE BURGLARS KILLED

Clearfield, Pa., October 30.—In a wreck of 
empty coal cars this morning on the Beech 
Creek railroad, near Pearl station, five 
men were instantly killed. They are all 
unknown.

William Owens, a young man employed in 
the census office as a messenger, died this 
morning from the disease at the pest house. 
Investigation by the marine hospital service 
into the suspicious illness of Van Buren 
Norwood, a laborer in the interior de- 
partment, living at Hyattsville, Md., shows 
that his case is one of smalipox. Lettie 
Mundell, a colored. woman whose cousin 
died last week from the disease, contracted 
through contact with an interior depart- 
ment employe, is reported to have died at 
Giymont, Md., twenty-one miles from Wash- 
ington, on the Potomac, and the marine 
hospital service is investigating. Go far 
there have been three deaths and eleven 
cases traceable to the law division of the 
interior department, not counting that re 
ported at Glymont.

Ripley, Tenn., October 0.—E. F. Tap- 
ley, editor of The People’s Advocate, a 
populist newspaper issued at this place, 
was arrested yesterday on the charge of 
sedition, growing out of the publication 
of an article in the last issue of that paper, 
The article in question is as follows: 

“After considering the matter, it has 
been determined to hold a mass meeting 
which all honest people are invited to at- 
tend, in the courthouse next Saturday, No- 
vember 3d, at 1 o’clock p. m. The object 
of this meeting is to give expression to the 
determination now formed in the minds 
and hearts of the people to die rather 
than submit to anything but a fair elec- 
tion on Tuesday, November 6th. That they 
have all come to this conclusion it does 
not require much time or conversation to 
demonstrate. To submit to such glaring 
frauds as were practiced in the August 
election is to surrender all manhood and 
patriotism, and this the honest peopie of 
old Lauderdale are not yet ready to do, and 
before they will do it, they will soak the 
sod with their blood. Every honest man 
who desires a fair and honest election is 
earnestly urged to quit his daily vocation 
and come out on that day and show that 
he is at least on the side of justice and 
right.’’ 

Editor Talley was arraigned before @ 
magistrate, walved a preliminary ¢xam- 
ination and was admitted to bail under 4 
bond of $2,590. The law under which he 
was arrested is a section of the Revised 
Statutes prohibiting the calling of meet- 
ings or mobs together for the purpose of 
inciting a riot. Talley has frequently been 
in trouble on account of his flery utterances 
and was recently found guilty of libel and 
compelled to pay $1,000 damages.

then the three physicians signed it as wit- 
nesses. In speaking of the matter yester- 
day and talking of tie lady’s mental con- 
dition Mr. Payne said: : 

“I observed her condition and the thought 
of inability on her part to execute a will 
came to me. This induced me to call the 
physicians into the hallway and ask them 
if she was mentally all right. I knew that 

they had been attending her and could 
.give me the information. They told me 
that she was competent to make the will 
and I explained to them what was neces- 
Sary legally. The will was drawn, and if 
one was made subsequently I have no 
knowledge of it.” 

The will that went through the courts 
may have been the one Mr. Payne drew and 
it may have been the one Mr. Brandon drew. 
Neither gentleman has seen the paper and 
for that reason it cannot be identified. It is 
Dr. Howell’s impression that the will which 
was drawn first was the one on which Mr. 
Payne worked. He bases his belief upon the 
fact that he was.a witness to both wills.

Heretofore the southern 
mills have only endeavored to manufacture 
the poorer qualities of stuff and it was ‘nd 
necessary to get all our fine cotton goods 
manufactured in the New England mills 
or in Liverpool. There is no reason why 
our southern mills cannot successfully com- 
pete with these foreign establishments in 
prices and in quality of the output. In fact, 
the advantage is overwhelmingly with the 
south, for the reason that the raw material 
is right here, thus making a saving of a 
large freight expense to and from the for- 
eign mills. 

Dr. J. D. Turner, president of the Expo- 
sition Cotton Mills Company, stated last 
night that in accordance with the action of 
the stockholders, work would be commenced 
immediately on the plans, and that he hac 
telegraphed Mr. Stephen H. Green, the mill 
architect of Boston, Mass., to come to 
Atlanta at once. Mr. Green left Monday 
for Greenville, S. C., where a large cotton 
mill factory is located and he is expected 
to return today. Just as soon as the plans 
can be drawn the erection of a handsome 
brick building will be begun, which will 
be located in close proximity to the compa- 
ny’s present factory. 

As stated, it will be rapic&y pushed to 
completion and by the time that is done, the 
additional machinery will have arrived ready 
for being set up and operated by the 400 
new employes that will be brought to At- 
lanta as a result of the enterprise. Capital 
and energy are two objects that cannot be 
beaten and the Exposition cotton mills offi- 
cials possess in abundance of both, therefore 
we can soon boast of having an establish- 
ment that would be a cre... to some of the 
ee manufacturing cities in the 
world.

Some ct the Notable Women Pres- 
ent, and Their Good Work, 


Which Were Set Aside by Judge Calhoun, 
Because of Her Insanity—Thne Struggles 
of Lawyers and Heirsforthe Estate. | 


Knoxville, Tenn, October 30.—(Special.)— 
Tomorrow in this, city, the Association for 
the Advancement of Women holds the open- 
ing session of it# twenty-second congress, 
the meeing being continued throughout 
Thursday and Friday. 

This association is a. body of earnest’ 
women working together for the advance- 
ment of the human race. Whatever is ele- 
vating and inspiring;. whatever is helpful; 
whatever is calculated to make a better 
citizen, is considered by these women a 
topic worthy of consideration. 

Some of Those Present. 

The venerable president, Mrs. Julla Ward 
Howe, is a queen among women—one whose 
life has been a precept and example. Not 
content with learning for its sake, she has 
lavished the riches of a highly cultivated 
mind upon her less unfortunate fellow 
beings. Her whole life has been. devoted 
to the welfare of others. 

Mrs. Lily Lord Tifft, the secretary, pos- 
sesses the proud distinction of being a 
member of the board of education in Buffa- . 
lo, the only woman in the state of New 
York to hold such a position, 

Mrs. Henrietta L. T. Wolcott, of Dedham, 
Mass., is treasurer of the association. Mrs. 
Wolcott is a member of the Eustis family, 
and one of the best known families of that 
state and Virginia. She is. another practical 
philanthropist, being a very active and in- 
fluential member: for. the .prevention of 
cruelty to children. During the congress 
Mrs. Wolcott will read a paper upon “Waif- 
dom,” which will doubtless be very interest- 


ing. 


The vagaries of a woman’s mind were 
mever better illustrated than in the will of 
the late Mrs. Rosalie Sinclair, once one 
oft he wives of Sinclair, the Baltimore mill- 
fonaire. 

Coming from the shadows of Ponce de 
Leon, the home of the hunter for a spring 
to perpetuate youthfulness, into the city 
of Atlanta, seeking restoration of \her 
health, so that she might regain the affec- 
tions of a husband from whom she had 
‘been separated ‘for twenty years, Mrs. 
Sinclair died neglected by her family, ‘but 
surrounded by the tender nursing sisters at 
St. Joseph’s infirmary. 

Behind her she left a will bequeathing 
the bulk of her property to the church in 
which she died and to the home of the good 
sisters who had so carefully attended her. 

And now that will, which passed quietly 
through the courts, so quietly. in fact, that 
some of the legatees never knew that it 
was being considered by the court officials, is 
liable to be dragged into ire courts of the 
country and along with it will go some of 
the best known, most prominent and suc- 
cessful ladies and gentlemen of the city 
of Atlanta. 

Mrs. Sinclair’s life in Atlanta was full 
of interesting experiences, and though 
well advanced in years,.and for nearly 
twenty years a cripple, she won a host of 
friends,- who recall lhec most pleasantly 
now and recount many deeds of kindness 
Gone by her. That she was a devout Chris- 
tian and was never happier than when do- 
ing good for some one needing aid is 
vouched for by all who knew her. 

Throughout her six or seven years of life 
in the city, most or nearly all of which 
Was passed under the roof of St. Jo- 
seph’s infirmary, but one trait of char- 
acter not to be admired was observed, and 
that was her vanity. 

Seventy years of age though she was, 
Mrs. Sinclair was one of the vainest of 
women and many were the requests she 
made for a mirroF while she was lying 
upon the bed from which she never arose. 
Bo that she might look ac herself. Mirror 
in hand, she would study carefullv everv 
feature of her face and with energy she 
would rub tne wrinkles away from her 
eyes and foréhead and smooth back he! 
hair over her head with an exactness that 
olten amused those looking on. Her vani- 
ty was accompanied by a great degree of 
Sensitiveness, and when touched she be- 
‘came one of the most unforgiving of 
women. Her age and her crippled condi- 
tion were two things she would not allow 
even her most intimate friends to discuss 
and the slightest reference to either, was 
Bure io give unending offense. 

Of Mrs. Sinclair’s life before she came 
to Atlanta little is known excent what she 
told herself and what was develoned .at 
the time her will was being drawn through 
the.courts. Enough is known, however, 
to warraiit the asseriiouw that she came 
from one of the oldest, most prominent 
and wealthy families of Florida and that 
when she was young beauty and brightness 
of mind were two features of her life, and 
that of both of these she and the entire 
family were proud. While she was yet 
quite young, less than seventeen, she was 
wooed and won by Sinclair, then a promis- 
ing and rising young Ba.timorian, with 
whom she became acquainted while visit- 
ing some of the eastern watering places 
with her parents. 

When she was made a cripple for life by 
a falla change came over Sinclair and gyad- 
wally he began to show that he no longer 
loved her. A separation ensued and for 
twenty years they lived apart, Sinciair 
again marrying. 

And now it is said by the heirs at law 
of the Florida lady that his last marriage 
was not a legal one. 

Just how Mrs. Sinclair took the separa- 
tion at first is not known, but it is known 
that it worked upon her mind greatly dur- 
ing the last years of her life and that her 
first visit to Atlanta was for the purpose of 
trying to secure a return of her husband's 
affections, by making herself the charm- 
ing woman she was when she first met 
him, if such a thing could have been pos- 

sible. 

Immediately after the lady reached At- 
lanta she called at the office of Drs. Willis 
Westmoreland and Dan Howell bearing let- 
ters of introduction from some of the 
leading citizens of Jacksonville. Mrs. Sin- 
clair quickly informed the physicians the 
object of her visit to Atlanta. 

She wanted that limb broken again, hop- 
ing that when it healed that the lameness 
would disappear. 

Dr. Westmoreland talked with+the lady 
quite awhile, and a daté for a subsequent 
conference was named. Dr. Westmoreland 
was apprehensive about the result on ac- 
count of the apparent advanced age of the 
lady, and when she again called the doc- 
tor asked her for her age. The question 
was scarcely out of the doctor’s mouth 
when Mrs. Sinclair leaped from her chair 
and declared that she had been insulted 
and that she would not tolerate any such 
insolence, as she termed it. ' 

And from that day she never spoke to 
Mr. Westmoreland, Dr. Howell attending 
her all the time she was in the city. 

At first Mrs. Sinclair moved about with 
the aid of crutches or canes, but after she 
fhad been in Atlanta quite awHile she be- 
came so lame that she was compelled to 
secure a rolling chair, and in this she was } 

. | 
transferred from place to place as she 
wilied. The crippled condition grew as the 
lady advanced in years, and the last few 
years of her life were passed in bed, from 
which she was lifted and carried from 
point to point by attendants. During all of | 
this time her sufferings were intense and 
morphine was used to alleviate her pain. + 
She finally became almost a devotee to 
the drug, and passed a great deal of her 
time under the influence of it. It is said 
that this drug had an influence over her 
mind.

He reported the matter at the sta- 
tion house and Captain Thompson and De- 
tective Holcombe immediately set out for 
the spot. They made a close search but 
were not able to-find their man. 

Returning to -the city they learned that 
Swanson was alive and at the home of 
one of his friends on Spring street. The 
man who carried the information to Mr. 
Appler’s last night returned a second time 
with the statement that Swanson was 
killed. He appeared, however, to be under 
the influence of whisky.

Pennsylvania Has No License Law—A 
Sensation in Court. 

Pittsburg, Pa., October 30.—William Rear- 
don, in criminal court today, raised a point 
of law which amounts to a legal] sensation. 
He was defending Thomas McQuirk, charg- 
ed with perjury, for falsely swearing to the 
age of the woman he married, and Mr. 
Reardon moved to quash the indictment on 
the ground that there was no such offense 
under the law, as the marriage license act 
was not in force and no license was re- 
quired to be taken out by parties who ae- 
sired to be married. : ae 

This caused Judge Magee to remark: 
‘Why, Mr. Reardon, vou surely don’t make 
such a statement in earnest.’’ 

“I do, your honor, and can prove it. The 
marriage license act was passed in 1885, and 
was amended in 1893. By that amendment 
on and after October 1, 1895, parties desiring 
to be married in this state must take out a 
license.’”’ 

The act of 1885 and 1893 were sent for and 
read to the court. Judge Magee said that 
if the act was correctly printed Mr. Rear- 
don was right, and the present marriage 
law would not be in force until 1895. By 
agreement of counsel, a certified copy of 
the act wags sent for and tie frial pro- 
ceeded.

The friends of the proposed juvenile 
reformatory have good reason to feel 
hopeful and confident. The institution 
in which they feel such a deep interest 
has attracted the attention of that ex- 
perienced and distinguished legislator, 
Hon. W. H. Harrison, of Quitman, and 
he has introduced a bill to establish a 
reformatory prison for juvenile offend- 
ers. 

The bill failed to pass at the last ses- 
sion on account of the small attendance 
during the closing days, but it is be- 
lieved that the revival of public inter- 
est in it will pow cause it to become a 
law. 

It is proposed under the provisions of 
the bill to purchase a tract of land of 
from 700 to 1,000 acres at not more than 
$10 per acre. Suitable buildings are to 
be erected providing for the separation 
of the sexes and races. Three commis- 
sioners, one a practical farmer, one 4 
physician, and one a business man shall 
supervise and control the reformatory 
and select its officers. The superinten- 
dent must be a practical business man 
and a farmer of good moral character 
and humane disposition. 

Juvenile criminals under sixteen, not 
convicted of felonies or sentenced to 
death, shall be confined in this institu- 

. tion for the terms of their sentences and 
kept employed in farming and various 
useful occupations suited to them. 
Moral and educational influences will 
be thrown around them, and every ef- 
fort will be made to make them good 
and industrious citizens. 

Mr. Harrison is a strong advocate 
of the reformatory and on his side are 
arrayed the ministry, the press, most 
of our judges and county officials, and 
the majority of the good men and 
women of the state. 

The recent publication of the shameful 
facts in regard to the horrors of our 
present penal system, under which 
children of a tender age are loaded 
down with chains and herded with the 
vilest malefactors has excited general 
indignation, and the people are vigor- 
ously protesting against a policy which 
is clearly unchristian and inhuman, 
and which must necessarily train up a 
large body of desperate criminals whose 
presence in the community will be a 
constant menace to life and property. 

The object of the bill is to make the 
reformatory self-supporting. as far as 
possible, and its expenses will be re- 
duced to a minimum. But in a matter 
of this kind too much stress should not 
be laid tpon dollars and cents. The 
state can well afford ‘to spend a little 
money to stop this cruel oppression of 
her unfortunate and helpless litile ones 
and to reclaim and reform them. Nor 
will the cost of this institution be a 
dead loss. Every juvenile criminal who 
is trained into an industrious, law-abid- 
ing citizen is a distinct gain to the 
state. When we diminish the volume of 
crime we reduce the expense of main- 
taining courts, jails and prisons, and 
promote the best interests of civiliza- 
tion. ‘ 

The bill, or one similar to it, should 
become a law. 


Negroes Wanted in Pennsylvania. 

The Pittsburg Dispatch strongly fa- 
vors the importation of negro labor from 
the south. It says that thousands of 
them are coming into the coke -region 
and taking the place of the Huns, and 
in the main they have given satisfac- 
tion. 

The objection to the Huns is their 
lawlessness. Periodically they strike, 
and break out into desperate violence. 
The Dispatch says that the negroes re- 
spect authority, and as they can be ob- 
tained in large numbers it is no longer 


necessary to jmport. the worst class of 


aliens. 

It is claimed that the negroes can 
earn gher _wagesp in Pennsylvania 
than they can make in the south, and 
this inducement, it is thought, will 
draw them to that state, as soon. as

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In Pittsburg the ‘police have arrested 
& number of persons who are at the 
head of what they call “discretionary 
pools.” ee 

_ The managers of these pools represent 
Chicago offices. They advertise that 
they will take the money entrusted to 
them, put it in a pool, and divide the 
profits that are made by its speculative 
investment in wheat or anything else. 

An inspection of the books of these 
concerns shows: that their patrons are 
very poor people, washerwomen and 
day laborers. A man out in the coun- 
try sends $10 to a pool agent. In a few 
days he gets a remittance of $20, with 
a letter informing him that his money 
was doubled in a speculation. Naturally, 
he sends more money. The majority go 
in deeper the next time, and some of 
them send large amounts of money. 
When they do this their luck changes. 
They are notified that their money was 
lost by being placed on the losing side. 

There are too many of these swindling 
firms and companies. Under the guise 
of pools, investment syndicates and in- 
surance companies they hold out the 
promise of large and immediate profits, 
and those who deal with them gen- 
erally come out losers. 

Everybody apparently wants: to get 
rich in a hurry. They are not satisfied 
with slow gains and a small per cent 
of profit. They are hunting up some- 
thing that will turn one dollar into two 
at once. 

Common sense should teach people 
that there are no such opportunities 
these days. For the average man there 
is no royal road, no short cut to wealth. 
The man on a salary who spends years 
in saving a little money and then in- 
vests it in a home in a growing city or 
town will be rich or well-to-do before 
he dies, if he pursues the same policy 
until he reaches old age. His chances 
of accumulating wealth are far better 
than those of his neighbor who invests 
bis spare cash in schemes which prom 
ise to double his money. : 

There are bold and daring speculators 
who have made great fortunes suddenly, 
but they are few in number. . The ‘ma- 
jority of Ameficans who have grown 
rich have made their way slowly. They 
have bought land, traded prudently or 
devoted themselves to some useful in- 
dustry, and their wealth has come to 
them so gradually that they have hardly 
realized their good fortune. 

The man who ignores these slow and 
sure methods of making money and 
looks about for investments that he 
exepcts will pay 100 per cent immedi- 
ately has the gambling spirit, and the 
chances are that he will end bis days in 
poverty. 

We must get rid of this craze for sud- 
den riches. It is sapping the founda- 
tions of business ‘and industry and 
ruining our young men. It lowers our 
standard of business morality and de- 
moralizes society. In a western city 
today one of the leaders in social and 
business circles is an ex-convict who 
spent years in prison as a defaulter—in 
plain English, as a thief. He is popular 
now and has a host of friends simply 
because he is many times a millionaire. 
This is what our zreed is leading us to. 
In the old-fashioned days when men 
toiled, and waited patiently for their 
legitimate investments to yield a mod- 
erate profit, this gilded.robber would 
not have been suffered to enter the front 
door of the average plain citizen. Let 
us return to the simple days of our 
fathers. They believed in work and 
thrift, and shunned speculation as they 
would the worst forms of gambling. 
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The Same Old Story. 


The great strike of the weavers at 
Fall River is over at last, and the 
strikers have agreed to return to work 
at reduced wages. 

The thousands of operatives engaged 
in this strike were confident of suc- 
cess when they quit work some months 
ago. They had the sympathy of the 
community with them, and behind that 
they ,could force their employers to 
yield to their demands. But the mil] 
owners were firm, and refused even to 
discuss the matter. 

The weeks rolled by and the strikers 
soon used up what little money they 
had sayed. Their families began to 
suffer, and starvation stared them in 
the face. So the operatives got to- 
gether and decided to make the best 
of the situation. They have gone to 
work at lower wages, and are glad to 


savings they have lost $1,500,000 in 
wages—a loss which they can never 
hope to make up. 

It is the same old story, ana by this 
time the wage earners of the country 
should be familiar enough with it. Time 
and again within the past few years 
railroad men, miners, factory hands and 
others have organized great strikes, und 
in every instance they have made a 
complete failure, and have finally ac- 
cepted the terms offered by their em- 
ployers. 

With these object lessons before them, 
our workingmen should abandon forever 
the methods which have brought them 
so much disappointment and disaster in 
the past. A strike means idleness, pov- 
erty, suffering and sometimes violence 
and crime. It is never successful, and 
the men who participate in it never 
obtain as good. terms as are obtained 
by the patient and reasonable ‘toilers 
who stick to their work, and trust their 
interests to their employers’ sense of 
justice. 

In these hard times the man who 
throws up his job, expecting to be of- 
fered higher wages, is a fool. The de- 
pression of business makes empolyers 
more independent than ever of the 
strikers, and ‘they do not lose very 
heavily by closing théir doors for a féw 
months. The loss falls upon-the men 


‘| who are out of work. They lose their 


' wages and their savings. Sometimes 
they cannot get their old jobs again, 
and then they are lucky if they do not 
have to join the army of tramps or go

to the poorhouse.

endorsed the Baltimore bank plan, 
writes to ask why The Constitution has 
not devoted some space to its discus 
sion. 

We have delayed discussing the pro 
posed plan for several reasons, the chief 
one being a well grounded belief that 
the plan is simply a dummy, a feeler, a 
blank caftridge fired into the bushes. 


This belief bas had ‘confirmation in the 


fact that of the organs of eastern opin- 


jon none. has given serious consideration 


to the measure on its merits. It has 
been discussed but not seriously con- 


sidered. Such journals as The Journal 


of Commerce and The New York Even- 
ing Post, which draw their financial 
inspiration from the bank parlors of the 
metropolis, have not nly dismissed 


‘the Baltimore plan from their minds, 


but have boldly put forward the real 
scheme of so-called “currency reform” 
which the associated banks are inter- 
ested in. That scheme is the retire- 
ment of the legal tender cur- 
rency of the country, replacing 
it by bank notes. It is author- 
itatively announced that “the Baltimore 
plan is not the last word on the subject 
of monetary legislation in the United 
States,” but, on the other hand, it is 
Claimed that the plan is “‘a long step in 
the direction of a sound currency.” 

A sound currency! For years the 
banking element of the east has been 
denouncing greenbacks as “flat money” 
and silver as an “unsound currency,” 
and now they are ready to declare that 
the proposed bank notes are a “sound 
currency.” The greenbacks have the 
whole credit of the government behind 
them, and the silver dollars are con- 
ceded by the most violent goldbugs to 
be worth half their face value. But the 
proposed currency will have only 5 per 
cent of the credit of the government 
behind it, and it would not be legal 
tender. 

We have studied the proposed plan 
with some interest, in spite of the sus- 
picion that it is merely the shadow of a 
real scheme, but we do not see that any 
provision has been made against what 
the eastern editors are pleased to term 
“wildcatting.” The 5 per cent guarantee 
fund deposited with the banks would, 
of course, protect the noteholders of a 
few insolvent banks, but what would 
protect the banks that have to “pony 
up” against a series of “wildcatting” 
operations carried on in some “irrespon- 
sible section” of the country. 

The main objection to the Baltimore 
plan is that it has been framed with 
an eye single to benefiting the bankers 
und not the people. Under its opera- 
ions the banks would not have to pay 
so much for their circulation, and, on 
the other hand, the guarantee. would 
not be so strong nor so satisfactory as 
that which is now behind the national 
bank notes. We do not perceive where- 
in the interests of the people are pro- 
vided for in this new plan. The banks 
get out their circulation with less 
trouble. The guarantee shrinks from 
90 per cent to 5 per cent, and the only 
form of elasticity that is provided for 
is an emergency circulation to the 
amount of 25 per cent of their paid up, 
unimpaired capital. The banks would, 
therefore, have a larger power than 
they now possess to inflate the currency, 
and retain the power that they now 
have to contract it. And after all was 
said and done, in what would the new 
bank circulation be redeemable on de- 
mand? If in gold, the whole country 
would be continually trembling on the 
verge of a panic. If not in gold, in 
what? 

What advantage would it be to the 
people to exchange the legal tender 
greenbacks, guaranteed by the credit 
and .good faith of the government, for 
bank notes which, in an emergency, 
wohld be of a very doubtful character 
indeed? That point ought to be made 
very clear. We do not believe that the 
people will ever surrender their legal 
tender greenback currency, which is 
based on the credit of their govern- 
ment. We do not think that any propo- 
sition which has that end even remote- 
ly in view will receive the slightest con- 
sideration, even by the present con- 
gress, which will stand pilloried in his- 
tory for its remarkable concessions to 
the money power. The proposition for 
the retirement of the legal tender cur- 
rency is not to be found in the Balti- 
more plan, and yet the leading bankers 
and the newspapers representing them 
declare that the plan is a first step in 
the direction of getting rid of the green- 
backs. 

We are merely presenting some of the 
objections that seem to us to lie on the 
surface. These and thers may be 
swept away by discussion. We do not 
see what benefits the people would 
have under the new system that they 
would fail to have under a state bank- 
ing system. The very fact that the 
government guarantees the notes to the 
extent of 5 per cent would destroy the 
elasticity of the currency and cause it 
to flow to the associated banks of the 
east and congest there. The “emergen- 
cy” issue might prevent a panic or light- 
en the effects of it, though that is doubt- 
ful, but it would not give to the cur- 
rency the real elasticity which causes 
it to expand when there is a demand 
for it and contract again when the de- 
mand is supplied. 

Mr. Horace White, who advocates the 
Baltimore plan mainly because it leads 
up to the retirement of the legal tender 
greenbacks, gives this reason, which is 
queer enough, coming from a man who 
is always denouncing “flat” money and 
“dishonest” dollars: “What we want 
now is to get back to sound princfples, 
and especially to the prinaiple that | 
bank notes should be based upon credit.” 
Sound principles! Cerdit notes based 
on credit! The greenbackers and the flat 
money men will have to take a back 
seat now that Mr. Horace White has 
adopted the essence as well as the sub- 
stance of their doctrine. For our part 
we prefer gold and silver as a basis 
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about saddling another hundred millions 
of debt on the people as if it were a 
picnic. 

The financial editor of The New York 
Herald mentioned the other day (as a 


on the street was holding the sixty-day 
bills and using them as collateral, in- 
stead of sending them to London where 
the discount is merely nominal—a mere 
fraction of 1 per cent. These bills, thus 
locked up, will be in the nature of sight 
orders for gold at their maturity. : 

The Herald suggests that if there 
were any desire to force gold exports, 
this would be a very cheap method. A 
desire for gold exports could only grow 
out of a purpose to force a new bond 
issue. 

The Herald also called attention to 
another curious fact—namely, that the 
gold brokers in Wall street attract at- 
tention occasionally by buying “calls” 
on a million of gold. 

We judge from all this that the specu- 

lative element in Wall street is begin- 
ning to discover the power that it has 
in manipulating bills of exchange, and 
in taking advantage of Mr. Carlisle's 
fatal policy of redeeming silver in gold 
and gold alone. | : 
. The speculative playfulness mentioned 
by The Herald means another issue of 
bonds in the near future, and Wall 
street is preparing the way for it. 


Bear This in Mind! 

The present cotton crop of Georgia 
will yield our farmers only $25,000,000.

Our present policy is the 
straight-road to poverty! 


The Belgian System ‘of Voting. 


In Belgium a new system of voting 
has recently en tried with some very 
surprising results. 

A few years ago only one in fifty of 
the population had the right to vote. 
The liberals demanded universal suf- 
frage and obtained it by bulldozing the 
parliament. Every man was made ; 
voter. A single man had one vote, a 
married man two, and the owner of a 
certain amount of property three. Then, 
a compulsory voting law was passed. 

At the recent election the liberals who 
were responsible for this change lost 
heavily. The conservatives and social- 
ists were the gainers. 

The compulsory system worked badly. 
Citizens who refused to vote on the 
ground that they were dissatisfied with 
the candidates and plafforms were ar- 
rested, driven into the polling hooths, 
and ordered not to come out until they 
had made up their ballots. If they per- 
sisted in not voting they were sent to 
jail. 

Naturally, all Belgium is in an up- 
roar, and it is probable that the com- 
pulsory system of voting will be abol- 
ished. The people have come to the 
conclusion that when a citizen is un- 
willing to support any of the candidates 
it is an outrage to lock him up. 

This object lesson should not be lost 
upon the American states in which there 
is a growing disposition to try the com- 
pulsory system of suffrage. It may be 
attractive in theory, but it does not pan 
out satisfactorily, After all. the con- 
servatives who oppose sweeping inno- 
vations in politics are more than half 
right.

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THIRTEEN TESTIFIED IN CARR'S BEHALF 


Three Doctors Who_ Examined Oarr Were | 


on the Stand—The Day in 
Court Detailed. 


When Judge Richard Clark adjourned his 
court yesterday afternoon shortly before 
5 o'clock there hag been introduced in the 
Carr case twenty-one witnesses, eight for 
the state and thirteen for the defendant, 
and the state had rested its case, 

The thread of the trial will again be 
taken up this morning at 9 o’clock in Judge 
Lumpkin’s courtroom. 

There were still two jurors to be secured 
when court met yesterday morning. Twen- 
ty-four talesmen hag been summoned and 
it was not long before a panel had been 
called. The first man was objected to by 
the defense, but the next two were ac- 
cepted as the remaining jurors. The first 
was H. J. Austin, of Hast avenue, and the 
other was M. A. Stevall, a coal dealer. 

The remainder of the jury Was called into 
court and sworn in for trial in the Carr 
case. Ag Stated yesterday morning, the 
attorneys for the defendant intended to 
plead not guilty to the general issue of 
murder. This was done by Mr. Reuben 
Arnold. There was also a special plea 
introduced which woulg@ have given the de- 
fendant the opening and the close of the 
evidence, but, on motion of Captain Ellis, 
all was stricken from it that did not relate to 
the general issue. Thus the burden of proof 
rests with the defense to show that Carr 
was crazy at the time of the killing, in or- 
der to carry out the idea advanced that he 
is not amenable to the law. As the matter 
now stands the state will open and close. 

Solicitor Hill announced that at 10 o’clock 
the court would adjourn to the upstairs 


courtroom, which is much more convenient 


and cemfortable. As it was only a few 
minutes before 19 o’clock when this was de- 
cided upon, the judge stated he would not 
let the case be entered into until the upper 
courtroom Was occupied. 

A few minutes after ]0 o’clock Judge Clark 
called the court to c:uer for the second 
time yesterday morning and ordered the 
call of witnesses. Solicitor Hill, for the 
state, read a list of witnesses amounting to 
at least forty. A number of them were 
sworn. The witnesses for the defendant 
were called to the number of forty-one. 

The Beginning of the End. 

Dr. Bli Griffin was the first witness called 
for the state. When he took the stand John 
Carr, Alex Carr, B. EB. Bailey and B. F. 


' Carr were all in court. 


Dr. Grffin stated that he had been a phy- 
sician for thirty-six years, and was for 
some time county physician. He remem- 
bered the day of the killing of Captain 
King by Alex Carr. 

“Il was called to see him,” said Dr. Grif- 
fin, “and found him in a storeroom on 
Bread street. I don’t know who owned the 


storeroom. I think it was about 2 o’clock in . 


the afternoon. I examined him and found 
that he had been shot in the left ear, the 
bullet ‘Yanging @o6wnwards -towafd the 
right eye. There were two wounds just 
above the umbilicus, one of the bullets 
evidently cutting the lung and the other the 
diaphragm. The fourth wound was to the 
left of the umbilicus and appeared to be 
a flesh wound. I saw the bullet just under 
the skin. It was a side shot a little from 
the rear. 

“The man receiving the wounds was clear- 
ly in a sitting posture or reclining. The 
fourth wound, however, must have been 
given while he was flat of his back. I don’t 
know the caliber of the bullet.” 

Cross-Examination by Mr. Arnold. 


In answer to questions Dr. Griffin replied 
by way of cross examination: 

“I was in the courtroom yesterday and dail 
observe Alex Carr closely. It was by re- 
quest of counse] for the state. I thought he 
was in a demented state or crazy. I never 
saw a sane man act like him.”’ 

-On the rediree. examination Dr. 
fin said: 

“I did not examine Carr ‘closely. I saw

thought he was all right. He stood up all 
right when his name was called.” 

“Is that any sign of sanity—because a 
man stands up?” asked Mr. Reuben Arnold 
on recross examination. 

“No,” replied Dr. Griffin. 

_ “Haven't you known crazy men to stand 
up?’’ asked Mr. Arnold. 

**Yes,”” answered Dr. Griffin. 

“I want to put a hypothetical case to 
you,”’ continued Mr. Arnold. “If one man 
shoots down another in broad daylight 
where there are a hundred witnesses and 
makes no attempt to escape, what would 
you say?’ 

“I object, your honor,” said Solicitor Hill. 

Mr. Arnold suggested that it was the 
State’s witness and the doctor was al- 
lowed to reply. He said that he thought 
it indicated a trace of insanity. 

“Isn't it entirely supposable,’’ asked So- 
licitor Hill, “that if a man had the proper 
Cause or thought he had cause, that he 
would thave done the same thing?’ Dr. 
Griffin thought he would. 

Testimony of Mr. Alex P. Hull. 

Mr. Hull testified that he was in his 
office on the afternoon of ,the Killing and 
was sitting in his office window, which is 
on the fifth floor of the Inman building, 
when he heard a pistol shot. Before he 
could get in a@ position to look out of the 
window a tecond shot was fired. When he 
finally was able to look into the street he 
Saw a man lying in the street between the 
curbing of the sidewalk and the street car 
track and a man was standing over him 
shooting. He saw three shots fired. He 
waited about twenty seconds and then 
went /down. Mr. Hull could not identify 
Alex Carr positively as he had changed 
very much, He did not know whether 
Carr tried to escape or not, but did not 
think he did.” 

J. F. Petty Saw the Whole Affair. 

J. F. Petty, a commission merchant, with 
an office on Broad street, was the next 
witness. He ig very. much like the Alex 


Carr of three mon go. In fact, so 
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‘that Carr did not run, but that the heavy- 
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five shots fired and saw three of them. His 
testimony was the same as Mr. Hull's, 
Makes It Bad for Bailey. 


: I came up to 
him and told him he must not leave. Bailey 
pushed him up the street and told him to 
leave. I objected. Finally we got in front 
of Captain Dallas’s office. It was here that 
Carr said he wouldn’t run; that he had a 
cause for the killing. The crowd gathered 
around and Bailey said no one should touch 
him. The next. time I saw him two police- 
men had him.” 

Mr. J. T. Moore, of the Bads-Neel Com- 
pany, saw four of the ghots fired. He saw 
a heavy-set man, whom he identified as 
Bailey, go up the street with Carr and ap- 
pear to be urging him to leave. He said 
Carr appeared very cool and deliberate. 
The cross-examination brought out nothing 
further. 

A. C. Hardy, who is connected with the 


' firm of Petty Bros., testified to the same 
| thing that J. F. Petty did. 


Mr. J. L. Reed saw the killing and saw 
Carr walk away with Bailey, and heard 
Bailey say ‘let’s get away from here.’ Carr 
was very cool and did not seem to realize 
what he had done, according to this wit- 
ness. 

Solicitor Hill then called for Mr. Howlett 
Joyner, but he was not among the wit- 
nesses. Mr. Reuben Arnold then said that 
the defendant would admit that five shots 
had been fired and that there were five 
gun shot wounds on the body of Captain 
King. At this Solicitor Hill said that it 
would be unnecessary to call Mr. Joyner 
and that the state would rest its case. 


Mr. Arnold Outlines the Defense. 


“Gentlemen of the jury,”” said Mr. Reuben 
Arnold, “I presume that you caught the 
drift of what would be the defense from tne 


‘ eross-examination of Dr. Griffin. It is nec- 


essary in law to show that a man was 
of sound mind at the time of the killing 
before he can be convicted of murder. We 
expect to show that Alex Carr was of un- 
sound mind at the time of the killing. We 
also expect to show that there is a streak 
of insanity in his family—that his grand- 
father was cranky, his uncle and cousin 
imbeciles and that a brother of his died 
crazy. Alex Carr worked for King and was 
vilified and abused by him. King called him 
all sorts of names and refused to pay him 
the money that was due him. 
moreover, aS we propose to show, in mortal 
fear of King ana brooded over this treatment 
to an abnormal extent.”’ 

After setting forth the defense more fully, 
Mr. Arnold called the first witness, Mal- 
lard Matthews, of Paulding county. 

On direct cross-examination and in answer 
to a number of questions, the witness’ 
statement was as follows: 

“T am a miner. I met Carr the first time 
when. he was working for Colonel Wimpey, 
and afterwards. I met him when he was 
at Villa Rica working for Captain King. 
Carr had some machinery which he was 
using to pump water out of the mine for 
Captain King. I do not believe that Carr 
was an ordinary man.” 

At this point Solicitor Hill suggested that 
Mr. Arnold had not laid the foundation for 
an opinion from the witness and Mr. Ar- 
nold asked the witness to give some specific 
incidents which would develop Carr’s pecu- 
liarities. Matthews continued: 

“I made an application to Mr. Carr for 
work and he told me to come the next 
morning. On the next morning I was there, 
but he told me he could not put me to 
work then, but to come the next morning. 
I came and he again told me he had no 
work, but asked me to come again the next 
morning. I did so and he told me again that 
he had no work for me then, but asked me 
to come again the next morning. I told 
him I had no time to fool away with that 
way. I came the next morning, however, 
and he told me he would put me to work 
that night, which he did. 

Carr a Man of Originality. 

‘Upon another occasion he acted queerly,” 
said the witness. ‘‘He told me to make out 
my time. I told him that I thought that 
was the business of the time keeper. I made 
out the list then and turned it over to him 
after reading it out loud. He said it was all 
right and put it in his pocket. A little later 
he came to me and told me_that the list 
was no good and that I must make another. 
I made a second one just like the first and 
read it to him. He said that it was all right 
and put it in his pocket. Soon he came back 
and told me that it was wrong and that I 
must make another. I then made out a third 
like the first. I read it to him and he ac- 
cepted it. It was not long before he came 
to me and told me that I must make out 
another that the last one was all wrong. 
I made it out and he accepted and finally 
paid off on it. 

‘When he talked he didn’t complete what 
he was saying, but talked at random.” 

Carr Quarrels with King. 


““What about the quarrel between King 
and Carr, if there was one?’ asked Mr. 
Arnold. 

‘That was at the other mine. They had 
a quarrel and King called him a d—d At- 
lanta tramp and a d—d s—n of a —. Carr 
threw down his hat and said, ‘I’m a man,’ 
and started for King, who made for him. 
They were separated. Later I saw Captain 
King and told him to look out, that Carr 
was larger than he and would do him ina 
fight. He told me that he always went 
prepared for such men.” 

Solicitor Hill then cross-examined Mat- 
thews regarding the mine in Paulding coun- 
ty. Matthews reiterated that Carr had 
charge of the mine and had fifteen men 
under him. 

“How did he manage it if he was in such 
a condition?” asked the solicitor. 

“They sorter all looked after themselves,” 
answered the witness. “It was my impres- 
sion that Carr was foreman.” 

“Didn’t he have charge and didn’t he hire 
the men?’ asked the splicitor. 

“Yes,” answered the. witness, “‘he hired 
the men and paid off sometimes. Things 
sorter run by themselves. Everybody did 
pretty much as they pleased. They come 
when they wanted to and left when they 


got ready. I usually came 6 o’clock in the. 


morning, as I always _liked to be on time. 

“— slept in the same bed with-Carr one 
time,” said the witness, “but he rolled 80 
and kicked about that I-couldn’t rest.” 

“He kept you dédging all night, did he?” 

e solicitor. 

“I had to roll 
to get out of the way. He groaned and

On the re-direct examination the witness 
stated that in Carr’s management the mine 
had gone into the hands of a receiver; that 
it was due to Carr's bad management. 

As soon as this witness concluded court 
adjourned until 2 o'clock in the afternoon.

There 
was a man by the name of Cantrell working 
in the mine and Carr came to me and 
asked me if Cantrell had not been talking 
to me about him. I replied that he had 
not. At. the time of this conversation Can- 
trell was only a few steps away with 
his back turned to us. 

“Carr became very vehement and said 
that he would kill Cantrell if I said for 
him to do so. I told him not to do anything 
like that. He then said that he would kill 
him anyway, and jerked out a knife. He 
said that he would cut Cantrell’s heart 
out, and started towards him. I caught him 
and stopped him. He soon quieted down

and acted as if nothing had happened. I 
noticed that while he was so wrought up 
his eyes had a glassy look.

The Trouble Between Carr and King. 

“Did you know anything about the re- 
lations and troubles of Carr and Captain 
King?’ asked ,Mr. Reuben Arnold. 

“Mr. King and Carr came to me frequent- 
ly about the mine. I had told him that the 
mine wouldn’t pay, and he soon got hold of 
another near Villa Rica. I told him about 
Carr and told him that Carr had some 
machinery. They came to my office then 
together. They said that they were going to 
move the machinery, and I suppose that 
they did. 

“Later Carr came to me and said that 
King owed him some money. I told him 
that I would wash my hands of the whole 
matter and would have nothing to do with 
it. King visited me two days before the 
killing and said that Carr was worrying 
him; that he understood I had some in- 
fluence with him and wanted me to get 
him to drop the matter. I told him that 
Carr was a bad man to arouse and that he 
had best pay him if he owed him anything 
and avoid trouble in this way. I told him 
of the Cantrell incident to show him how 
desperate Carr could get. 

“Mr. King then told me that upon one 
occasion he had cursed Carr and called 
him a d—d tramp and a d—d s— , and 
that Carr was nothing but a coward. He 
said that if Carr tried any such thing on 
him he would kill him like a dog. I 
thought then that perhaps I had misjudged 
Carr and that he was not such a bad man.’’ 

The cross-examination developed nothing 
materially different. | 

Letting Out Family Skeletons. 

Judge J. M. Liddell, who lived near the 
Carrs and was acquainted with Carr’s 
grandfather, was the next witness. It was 
by him that the defense began to show up 
the Carr family’s record in the lunatic 
line. 

“I knew Alex Carr’s grandfather, who 
was named Charles Carr,’’ said. the wit 
ness. “I’ve known the Carr family forty- 
seven years. Charles Carr was a funny 
person. He let his family and his negroes 
do pretty much as they pleased, and they 
could steal without him saying a word. 


Allen Carr, an uncle of Alex’s, was an 
idiot. Old man Charles drank a great 
deal.”’ 


“Isn't it true,’’ cross-examined Solicitor 
Hill, “‘that different families are brought 
up differently and ruled differently?’ 

“Yes,” replied the witness, ‘1 believe that 
is so.” 

‘“‘Wasn’t Charles Carr a kind-hearted fel- 
low?" asked the solicitor. The witness 
thought he was when he was sober, but 
that he was usually full of whisky. The 
witness also added that Allen had married 
and fooled away his property. Solicitor 
Hill asked if this was a sign of lunacy, 
and the witness thought not. 

Alex Tore Up a Dog. 

The next witness called for the defense 
was Mrs. 8. C. Silvey, 
street, who had lived near the Carrs in 
1890. She told a thrilling story of Carr’s 
peculiarities. In answer to Mr. Arnold’s 
question she said: 

“IT lived near the Carrs in 1890 and fre- 
quently saw Alex Carr. At times he had 
peculiar spells. I don’t know whether you 
would call them fits or not. I saw him 
tear up a pair of pants once. I then saw 
him tear up a dog. He took a little dog 
belonging to his brother and caught it by 
the front legs and hind legs and gave it a 
terrible jerk. He didn’t act like he was in 
his right mind. He wasn’t drinking, at 
least I couldn’t smell any whisky, though 
I didn’t go close to him.” . 

Was a Man of Great Individuality. 
To say the least, Carr was a thoroughly 
original personage in his movements.

Owen Rosenberg was the defendant's 
next witness.

Expert Testimony Introduced. 

The defense then began the introduction 
of expert testimony. The first witness 
was Dr. J. McFadden Gaston, who, in 
company with Dr. N. O. Harris and Dr. 
H. F. Scott, had visited Carr upon several 
occasions for the purpose of examining 
into his sanity. 

After stating that he was a physician 
and a surgeon and had been practicing 
since 1846, Dr. Gaston said: 

“IT have examined Alex Carr three times 
and have seen both B. F. Carr and Taylor 
Carr. On the first occasion when I ex- 
amined Alex Carr he presented himselif 
with a fixed stare on his fcae. He an- 
swered questions without regard to what 
had been said.” 

“Hlow did he appear on the second 
visit?’ asked Mr. Arnold. 

“On the second occasion,’’ said Dr. Gas- 
ton, “there was no fixed stare. He simply 
looked around him without appearing to 
see anything or to look at anything in 
particular. When we examined him we 
found that his pulse was remarkably ac- 
celerated and weak and that the pulse 
was variable and far above the normal. 
The remarks he made had no bearing what- 
ever on the interrogations.” 

“What did he say, if anything atall, doc- 
tor?’”’ asked Mr. Arnold. 

‘He spoke of having the consumption and 
not having long to live and said a great 
deal about white caps.’ 

‘*“How did you find him on the last visit?’ 

“On the last examination we found his 
pulse was about 110 or more and that the 
pupils of his eyes were dilated.’’

Mr. Glenn stated to the court 
that he desired a postponement of the case 
and gave as his reason for the request that 
he himself was suffering from a severe 
cold and sore throat which he had con- 
tracted yesterday. He added that he was 
physically and mentally incapacitated for 
proceeding with the case and that he was 
too unwell to be out in the inclement 
weather and would not have come to the 
court but for the deep interest he felt

The colonel gave @ further reason for 


esking*a postponement—that he had been 
informed that Paul E. Mortimer, who was 
foreman of the jury which convicted Bal- 
lew, was not a citizen of the United States, 
and was, therefore, not eligible to serve as 
@ juror. He could not state it asa fact with- 
in his own knowledge, but he had been 
informed that the foreman’s name was not 
jn the jury box of the northern district 
of Georgia, it being reported that Mortimer 
had only recently come to this country, 
from where he did not know. 

‘As an additional reason for asking a post- 
ponement Mr. Glenn cited that the defend- 
a@nt’s wife was in delicate health, and that 
his mother, who was very old and fee- 
ble was momentarily expected to die, all 
of which made the surroundings exceeding- 
ly unfavorable to proceeding with the case. 
The defendant wanted further time to sub- 
stantiate additional evidence which he had 
come in possession of. Mr. Glenn closed his 
remarks with apparent relief,¢his throat 
evidently being in bad conditigh. 

Judge Newman inquired of the govern- 
ment’s representative, Hon. ZX. W. Rucker, 
if he had anything to say on the subject. 
Mr. Rucker responded in his usual pleasant 
and obliging manner that he had not. 


- The judge then went into conference with 


Mr. Glenn, and after some consideration, an- 
nounced that he did not desire to be hasty 


‘in the matter and was willing to let the 


case go over under the circumstances in 
order that the question of the foreman be- 
ing ineligible could be looked into. His 
honor wanted it understood, however, that 
the case must be preceeded with on the 
date he would name, and upon the state- 
ment from Mr. Glenn that they would be 
ready at that time, Judge Newman named 
Thursday, November 15th, as the day for 
hearing the motion for a new trial. The 
defendant looked pleased at the announce- 
ment and his attorneys thanked the court 
for his leniency. The ‘judge then ad- 
journed court until 10 o’clock tomorrow. 

The outcome of the postponement will be 
looked forward to with interest, the case 
being one of an unusual nature, and on ac- 
count of the prominence of the defendant 
and his relatives.

A Better Feeling ‘on the Stock Exchange, 
with Better Prices at the Close. 
W heat in Chicago Closes Higher. 


With the great strike among the New 
England spinners declared off and frost 
predicted for the cotton belt this morning 
the cotton trade expected higher prices, 
more especially for spot, but there has 
been no change in that department of the 
trade, though more steadiness was shown 
in the contract market. 


The reason for the failure to advance on 
this side is attributed to the lack of re- 
sponse of the Liverpool market to the 
steadiness of the New York market of yes- 
terday, and the closing cables are at about 
the. lowest quotations ever reported with 
the tone barely steady. 


Spot quotations are unchanged from Mon- 
day at 3 56-32d, with a disposition on the 
part of the spinners there to reduce their 
takings and at 12,000 bales do not represent 
the previous daily purchases. 


In’ New York the spot market was un- 
changed at 5\%c, with sales of 460 bales.

On Tuesday last all previous records were 
broken as regards heavy receipts at the 
ports, they amounting on that day to 8%,- 
472. bales, while. on Monday, of this year, 
they were nearly 92,000, and on yesterday 
something over 73,000. 


_ For today the estimated receipts at New 
Orleans are from 33,000 to 36,000 bales, 
against 14,246 actual last year.

It is estimated that the amount of cotton 
that will come into sight this week will 
be 550,000 bales, which is the largest amount 
ever recorded. 


In the stock market there was a slight 
change of temperature yesterday, and the 
shorts who went long on the day before in 
most. cases were winners in the end, the 
notable exceptions being Sugar, which was 
raided near the close and forced down from 
8614 8434. : 

The Coalers started firm, but very soon 
after the opening a selling movement was 
commenced and a reaction ensued from 
the early prices which was helped by a 
stronger tone to sterling exchange, which 
started rumors of gold exports the latter 
part of the week. ‘The closing tone of 
exchange, however, was easier, and as 
liquidation in the Coalers ceased the 
shorts were more disposed to cover and the 
closing quotations, except Sugar, were at 
better figures.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


There Was a Turn for the Better at 
the Stock Exchange Yesterday. 
New York, October 30.—There was a turn 
for the better at the stock exchange today, 
and except for an attack on the Coalers 
shortly after the opening and a heavy sell- 
ing movement in American Sugar near the 
close, the market presented a much firmer 
front than of late. The Coalers at the 
start were firm, an inquiry to cover short 
contracts being ‘noted, especially in New 
Jersey, Central, and a recovery of 1 to 1% 
pér cent followed. Before the expiration 
of the first hour, however, the selling was 
with wigor and Jersey Central 


19%, and Lackawanna % to 1.56. Finding 
that the attack on these shares was less 
successful in bringing out long stock New 
York Central was taken hold of and soid 
down to 975. Lake Shore also dropped 
2 points on light trading to 130%, the de- 
cline in New York Central bringing in 
London buying orders, the selilng ceased 
and the stock rallied to 98%. The strength 
of sterling exchange helped those operat- 
ing for lower prices in the stock market, 
as it gave rise to rumors of gold exports 
later in the week. Sterling, however, 
closed easier, owing to a marked falling 
off in the demand. With the cessation of 
the liquidation in the Coalers the shorts 
showed more disposition to cover in other 
parts of the list. This scarcity of stocks 
in the loan crowd and the high premiums 
exacted for. borrowing purposes, coupled 
with a little buying of strictly investment 
issues by commission houses, stimulated 
the upward movement late in the day.

Cold weather predictions for tomorrow 
and the covering. of shorts steadied the 
market today. Some ; who were formerly 
very bearish in their’ convictions now feel 
averse to selling the market at the present 
low prices.

Mr. Gasrerd was greeted with great ap- 
plause. 

He began by stating that he appeared 
tonight a candidate for the United States 
senate. He appealed to the people to give 
him a fair hearing, to give him their hearts 
as a white piece of paper, but not as men 
bound by any political clique or combina- 
tion. (Great and enthusiastic applause and 
cheering.) Then Mr. Garragd read the oath 
that members of the legislature take, and 
said he appealed to their judgment. 

He had always been true to the democ- 
racy. Is it fair, said he, that I should 
come before you looking upon a stolid body 
of men pledged to one candidate? Is it 
fair that you should come here pledged to 
any man and not give another a chance? 

I am not one who believes language is 
made to conceal one’s thoughts. (Great and 
uproarious applause.) I am going to speak 
out on all questions. I am not going to 
dodge—({applause)—I make no charges 
against any other candidate, but I will 
not dodge nor equivocate. I will speak out. 
(Applause.) 

I have’ been charged with being young, 
said he. When does a man get old? Add 
two years and I will be half a century 
old. Don't defeat a man who is not used 
to it simply because he is young; but de- 
fe t those who have had experience in it. 
(G.2at laughter and applause.) 

Mr. Garrard took up the charges of the 
Atlanta press that the senatorial candi- 
dates had turned into barkeepers and run 
bar adjuncts to their headquarters in the 
Kimball. 

He denied, as far as he was concerned, 
the charge, and said it was unqualified- 
ly false. Not a drop of liquor had been 
near his headquarters. 

Then he bounded into the money question. 
He did not propose to go into the ancient 
history of money, but of the”living issues 
of today. He would indulge in no encyclo- 
paedia talk or attempt to veil and hidu 
his views. (Applause.) He believed the 
United States of America was strong 
enough and able enough to take care of 
this money question. He would not dodge 
but would give his views. plainly and to 
the point. 

You don’t want to hear ancient history, 
said he. You want relief now. He told of 
the time he entered public life in Georgia 
and the condition of affairs he found when 
New York would take no Georgia bonds. 
He stated his political existence on his ‘‘ba- 
by bill,” and he won. They were  one- 
twelfth of an inch longer than a five-dollar 
bill. He added that one-twelfth was said 
to. suit the constitutional conscience of 
some legislators. 

The bonds sucteeded; they must, and as 
Mr. Grady said.at-that time, they went 
straight to the hearts of the people. Geor- 
gia immediately took her place financially 
beside the United States government. 

That way of increasing the currency, he 
said, had been his idea all the time. He 
believed in it now. 

Mr. Garrard told of- his work in drafting 
the Georgia state platform of 1892, and he 
held that he carried that Georgia platform 
to Chicago and demanded that Georgia be 
recognized in the national platform. He 
gave a brief history of his work in getting 
the state bank tax in the platform. The 
income tax followed when congress met. 

The Silwer Question. 


Mr. Garrard launched into the silver ques- 
tion. He denied that the silver plank of 
the democratic platform was a straddle. 
The first clause was a clear demand for 
the free coinage of silver. He had had a 
hand in drafting it, and he read from The 
Constitution a special from Chicago at the 
time of the conventidén telling of his work 
in the platform committee. He said he had 
told. .of this to show that work backed by 
ordinary intelligence would succeed, but 
success only resulted from work. 

He took up the second section of the sil- 
ver platform arguing that it was plain and 
to the point. 

He believed the United States could man- 
age this silver question alone, and when

A Thrust at an Opponent. 

Mr. Garrard ‘quoted ‘from Dr. Haw- 
thorne’s sermon of Sunday what the. min- 
ister said about the agility of politicians 
in discussing questions on the side of the 
people. Dr. Hawthorne perhaps g¢new what 
he was talking about, but he ventured the 
assertion he had never seen a display ‘to 
equal that which occurred in this hall 
Monday evening. 

ay never heard of but one other man,” 
said he, “who could play two tunes at one 
time. Blind Tom could play ‘Dixie’ and 
‘Yankee Doodle’ at one and the same time. 
You heard a similar exhibition here last 
evening.’’ (Continued laughter.) 

For a 16 to 1 Ratio. 

Mr. Garrard then argued that legislation 
could create values, citing as instances 
bonds that had been made more valuable by 
legislative safeguards. Legislation, he ar- 
gued, could make and maintain the value 
of silver. By legislation the ratio of 16 
to 1 between silver and gold can be main- 
tained with the free coinage of both. 

But you will say congress has refused to 
repeal the state bank tax. It has, but the 
sentiment is growing; the fight has just 
commenced: it will come in time. There 
are hundreds of ways to bring it about. 
Let us offer it to every pension jill as an 
amendment until we get it adopted. It 
would mean new life to us of the south; 
we must have it and I] believe in ‘*“ighting 
for it in a material way. I have been 

accused of being a believer in material 
politics. I am. I would insist upon it 
were I there until it was granted us. As I 
said in my letter, if I am sent to the 
senate and fail to get this law repealed I 
will hand you back my commission. (Ap- 
plause.) 

I do not believe this matter of the 
choosing of a senator has been settled. 1 
believe you want a manin the senate who 
will demand your rights. It might not 
prove popular, but were I there and an 
appropriation bill being in the balance I 
would put -this bill on it and heave it 
adopted into a law if I had to gtand there 
until the wheels ground fire and everything 
fell before I would withdraw. What we 
need is firmness and determination. 

His greatest ambition was to give the 
peop! this relief. It was the ambition 
of his life. 

Mr. Garrard said the people could make 
more money; they could evade the state 
bank. tax law: Columbus had done it dur- 
ing the panic by issuing what they termed 
merchandisa certificates and there were 
easy times because of them. 

We can succeed in our fight to repeal the 
state bank tax if we are determined and 

said he. but the only way we can 

is to go to congress and amend 

everything and fight everything until they 

give it to us. That is the only way we can 

get it. They will give us nothing down 
here unless we fight for it. 
On the Tariff. 

Mr. Garrard then reefed his sails and 
steered over into the waters of the tariff. 
He paddled about the pond for a while and 
then said the Wilson bill was a step in the 
right direction, but only a step. The tariff 
he said, was insidious. There should be 
no discrimination in duties in favor of any 
section or locality. 

“Now, my friends,”’ said he, “I am going 
to discuss a question I have been advised 
to shun. But I have opinions and I shal) 
not trim them to meet yours. 1 am going 
to discuss the administration. 

“The course of dealing in wholesale 
abuse is unwise, undemocratic and un- 
American. I did not vote for Mr. Cleve. 
land at Chieago. i am not very proud of 
(Laughter.) 

“T did not assist the Creator in making 
Mr. Cleveland. (Laughter.) But@ can say 
that we have gotten more out of this ad- 
ministration than has been accomplished 


for us from 1800 down to the present day. 


Away with a statesman who trembles to 
mention the administration. |] can show 
you acts of this administration that you 
will feel proud of, whether you be a demo- 
crat or a populist. 

‘There are some things this administra- 
tioh did’ that I regret. I wanted the Sher- 
man law repealed by substitute legislation. 
I wanted the state bank tax repealed and 


I would have stayed there until the gov-. 


ernment trembled in the balance but I 
would have had it. 

Still this administration has done many 
good things. It has reformed the pension 
system. We are saving $26,000,000 a year 
from pensions alone by the acts of this ad- 
ministration 

It has redeemed puble lands to an extent 
equaling the area of four states. This ad- 
ministration has saved 52,000,000 acres of 
land. 

Again. said he, it has wiped off the stat- 
ute books the law which allowed bayonets 
at the polls to coerce our people. The re- 
peal of this law alone was worth four years 
of work to us, even if we. accomplished 
nothing else. 

Here Mr. Garrard gave a very graphic 
description of the scenes in Georgia, when 
federal soldiers stood at the polls with fixed 
bayonets. 

You have had tbe tariff bill passed, he 
said. -We have the income tax. As Mr. 
Walsh had said. that itself was worth the 
struggle. Then you have the tax en green- 
backs repealed. 

Now, about the seigniorage bill. We did 
not adopt it, but we are getting this seign- 
iorage coined. Because we did not get it 
our way we shonld not complain. 

In conclusion Mr. Garrard said he wanted 
to say a few words about the state bank 
tax. but he would say what he had to say 
without calling any names. He prepared a 
bi] to repeal the tax on saving bank cer- 
tificates, and sent it to an alleged great 
man in Washington to introduce in con- 
gress. He went there a month later and 
was told that it had not been introduced 
because the statesman hadn’t had time. It 
would have taken thirty minutes of his val- 
uable time. 

He then paid his respects to Major Bacon 
hy saying that his written remarks on the 
money question reminded him of the little 
boy who had hig prayers written out. He 
threw. the paper under the bed and jumped 
in. with.the statement: ‘‘Lord, them’s my 
sehtiments.” He was so shy and so afraid 
that he would made a-mistake he had writ- 
ten out his views. He hoped the gentleman 
himself was satisfied with them. 

Mr. Garrafd closed with some’ eloquent 
advice to the white people of Georgia, not 
to divide, and place’ the balance of power in 
the hands of blacks. Such division 
among the whites’ would prove the most se- 
rious injury that could befall the south.

The house committee on privileges and 
elections held its first meeting yesterday 
afternoon, and it was a very short one. 

Notices of contest in thirty-four cases 
have been filed with the governor and by 
him transmitted to the house, but in none 


‘of these has a stage been reached where 


the committee found it possible to do any- 
thing. 

In several instances the contests had been 
abandoned, but the committee had no offi- 
cial knowledge.of that fact. In but one 
case has testimony been sent to the com- 
mittee and that is in a case of the con- 
testants in Monroe county. The time for 
taking testifiony does not expire until 
November 3d and it will not, therefore; be 
possiblé for the committee to do anything 


~until after that day. 


Notice was filed with the governor of a 
contest upon the seat of the chairman of 
the committee, Colonel Harrison, of Quit- 
man county, but as the speaker explained 
in announcing fis committee, the contest- 
ant had informed him that the contest had 
been dropped. There are several others in 
exactly the same shape, but the committee 
is not able as yet to take cognizance of 
them, because of the lack of official in- 
formation. 

The list of contests on file with the 
committee is as follows:

APPLICANTS CAN GO HOME AND VOTE 


If They Have Not “Lost Their Residence” 
at Their Homes--Some ofthe Gentle- 
men Who Are Mentioned. 


If anybody imagines that the office of 
governor is one to be compared with a 
bed of roses, or anything else easy, sweet 
and peaceful, he his very greatly unfamil- 
iar with the facts in the case. 

Just now Governor Atkinson is enjoy- 
ing one of the penalties of victory and is 
devoting his time exclusively to hearing 
from applicants’ and their friends. The 
fact that he has but a few offices at his 
disposal has resulted in a multitude of 
candidates for those particular offices and 
to all of these and their friends he is giv- 
ing faithful and careful hearing, endeavor- 
ing, of course, at the same time to seem 
interested in each man’s case. 

Yesterday he announced that he would 
receive candidates and their friends unti: 
Thursday of this week and then will not 
hear from any more until Wednesday of 
next week. He will devote the interim 
to a consideration of the written endorse- 
ments which have been sent to him and 
which just Row are monopolizing the at- 
tention of the executive clerks who are 
engaged in the work of arranging and 
scheduling them for the easier considera- 
tion of the governor. He will require this 
time. It is fortunate that he made this ar- 
rangement just as he has, for this will 
make it possible for all these gentiemen to 
be at their homes and do valiant service 
ior the democratic congressional candi- 
dates. 

A Question of Geography. 

it is very evident that Governor Atkin- 
son has as yet made no selections and that 
he has madé no promises whatever of the 
offices. A friend who is very close to him 
said yesterday: ‘I feel certain that he has 
not made up his mind about a single ap- 
pointment.

I did not 
know that my first wife was coming.- I 
met her father in the depot the morning 
after | got here. I was on my way to get 
@ position then. He told me that he was 
looking for a house to rent for his family, 
and he said they were coming the next 
day. I went with him to hunt a house. He 
rented it—that’s how the story got out 
that 1 rented the residence. The next day 
my wife and her mother arrived. 1 did not 
take them to the house on Bell street, as 
was stated by the officers, 

“I went there and asked my wife’s mother 
to board me. I did not live there at all, 
and never have. My first wife is a *nubdie 
woman, ‘and the jntimation that I eloped 
with her and fied from my second wife at 
Norfolk does her a great injustice. I do 
not care about the report so far as I am 
concerned, but it is due her that the re- 
ports be denied. The telegrams that were 
sent here to the detectives were without 
basis. They were sent just because my- 
self and my first wife happened to be 
here in the same town.’’ 

Mrs. Simmons No. ! denies the reports 
even more strongly than her divorced hus- 
band and says they are slanderous. 


NORWOOD INSTITUTE. 


A Splendid School at Which to Edu- 
cate Young Ladies. 

It is claimed by all who know Norwood 
institute that the establishment of this 
school marked an era in the educational ad- | 
vantages for girls and young women at the 
national capital. Until the opening. of this 
school which has. .in.the course of tweive 
years achieved, not by advertisement or 
through agencies, but by its work and the 
result of that work, a national reputation.

The history of this school, never large, 
never widely heralded, but earnest, broad 
and consistent, may not be without irfterest 
to its patrons and to many others who may 
be fearlessly accounted its friends. 

Norwood institute was opened on the 26th 
of September, 1881, in two buildings located 
on Fourteenth street, at the Thomas circle. 


- The buildings. were piain, unpretending, and 


in very moderate repair. The school was 
felt, by its principals, to be an experiment 
undertaken with a view to providing a bet- 
ter grade of education for their daughters 
than could then be obtained in Washington. 
The number of pupils was forty-six. There 
was a corps of accomplished teachers. From 
this small beginning the school grew rapid- 
ly into prominence, and today is considered 
the great court school of America. Nor- 
wood institute has been greatly improved 
by the acquisition of ex-Senator T. W. Pal- 
mer’s handsome residence, at 1435 K street, 
northwest, which will be made the board- 
ing department of the school, Its headquar- 
ters will, however. remain at the present 
location, which will be devoted entirely to 
clasg and lecture rooms. No building better 
adapted to the uses to which it will be put 
could thave been secured than ex-Senator 
Paimer’s residence. The original cost of 
the building was $110,000. -It has steam 
heat, elevator, several batl!-oms on each 
floor, and a perfect system of sanitation, 
Upon the lot adjoining on the west, will 
be constructed a building of the same pro- 
portions as the Palmer residence, to which 


. it will be added. This double structure will 


be one of the finest school buildings in the 
city, and will be the home of the institute 
in all of ite departments when the supple- 
mental building shall have been completed.

er Mr. William E. Schneider. Both Mr. 
— Mrs. Cabell, who conduct the ‘school, 
are Virginians, Mr. Cabell being a graduate 
of the University of Virginia, while Mrs. 
Cabell received her education at. the best 
schools in Washington, New Orleans, Lon- 
don Paris. In a recent letter to Mr. 
Cabell, Bishop Peterkin said he was “pleas- 
ed to note the steady advance the school 
has been making.” _

Around Griffin 


LARGE QUANTITIES OF SPURIOUS MONEY 


A Negro with Bad Money on His Person 
Was Arrested and Bound Over 
Yesterday, 


Spalding county seems to be infested with 
a gang of counterfeiter3, who have, so far, 
baffied all efforts at capture by the shrewd 
officials of the United States secret ser- 


vice. 

The section around Griffin is almost flood- 
ed with spurious coin of. all denominations 
and Uncle Sam’s detectives are very anx- 
ious to secure evidence that will lead to 
the capture of the law breakers and their 
outfit. 

For some time the merchants and people 
of Griffin have suspected that parties were 
operating a spurious mint in their vicinity, 
which opinion was the result of frequent 
detection of some worthless coin which had 
gained circulation. They have been making 
complaint to the officials, but up to this 
time the latter have been unable to run 
down the gang, unless Columbus Lowe, a 
negro boy arrested at Griffin Sunday, turns 
out to be one of them. 

It is said that the counterfeiters are mak- 


cent pieces, to the beautiful <'lver dollar, 
which is at present being so much discussed 
by candidates for political office. 

Griffin appears to have gained a victory 
over the rest of the country by having in 
their midst a full fledged free coinage mint. 

A letter was received at the Uuited States 
marshal’s. office Monday night from Grif- 
fin’ asking that an officer be sent down 
after Columbus Lowe, a negro, who had 
been arrested Sunday afternoon on a charge 
of trying to pass a counterfeit silver dol- 
lar. Deputy Marshal John C. Dunlap went 
down Monday night and returned yesterday 
morning on the 11:20 o’clock Central train 
with the negro, who was immediately car- 
ried before United States Commissioner 
Nash Broyles for examination. The par- 
ticulars of the arrest were given in the 
testimony of E. M. Word, agent for the 
Georgia Midland and Gulf railroad; G. D. 
Johnson, a bailiff, and J. M. Gossett, of the 
city police force, all of Griffin. 

‘The negro, who appears to be about eigh- 
teen years old, was seen’ with another negro 
boy around the streets of Griffin all day 
Sunday, and late in the afternoon he 
and his companion turned up at. the 
Gulf road depot just previous to the depart- 
ure of the Columbus train. He asked the 
agent, Mr. Word, to give him change for 
a dollar, which the former started to do, 
but, upon examining the coin handed him 
by Lowe, readily detected that it was a 
counterfeit of a very bad quality. 

He informed the negro to that effect, and 
warned him that if he attempted to pass it 
again he would get in trouble. The negro 
professed ignorance of the spurious nature 
of the money, claiming that it had been 
given to him in making change by a 
white man whom he aii not know, on Sat- 
urday. 

The actions of the darky and his compan- 
ion excited the suspicion of the agent, and 
he watched them, soon discovering the ne- 
gro, Lowe, endeavoring to pass the coin 
on the newsbutcher of a Columbus train, in 
payment for some trifle he had purchased. 
An officer was at once called and the negro 
placed under arrest, charged with violating 
section 5457 of the revised statutes of the 
United States, which section prescribes 4a 
penalty for attempting to pass counterfeit 
money. 

Lowe made a statement in his own de- 
fense. He told his story in an unusually 
straight manner for a negro, except in one 
or two instances, and was above the aver- 
age intelligence of a country darky. He ad- 
mitted trying to pass the dollar but claim- 
ed to have thought it good. He said the 
man who gave it to him came to town 
once a week, and that he would recognize 
him if seen again. He claimed to live on 
the farm of Mr. F. A. Freeman, one of 
the most prominent farmers of the county. 
The dollar in question was presented as 
evidence. It is of a very dim appearance, 
and much lighter than the dollar made 
by Uncle Sam. It bore the figures 1889 on 
its face and had been marked in several 
Places for identification. 


NO TIDINGS YET. 


Chief Connolly Is Waiting to Hear 
from Americus and Birmingham. 
No information has yet been received by 


“Chief Connolly concerning the two negroes 


that are being held for identification at 
Americus, Ga., and Birmingham, Ala. 

The one at Birmingham is supposed to 
be the negro who assaulted Officer Thomp- 
son, of the police force, last March, a year 
ago. The negro was under arrest at the 
time of his escape, and made a bold dash 
for liberty after inflicting severe wounds 
uopn the officer, who barely held his ground 
in the conscientious discharge of his duty. 
His name is entered on the station house 
books as Sidney Maund. The man under 
arrest at Birmingham, Ala., and supposed 
to be the negro in question, gives his name 
as Jim Turner.. This, however, is supposed 
to be a fiction. 

Chief Connolly has never received official 
communication from the chief of police in 
Birmingham, Ala., and his action is based 
upon the information concerning Turner’s 
arrest that appeared in Monday’s issue of 
The Constitution. In the brief account of 
Turner’s arrest, the negro was described 
as a walking arsenal, having a number of 
pistols on his person. The description of 
the negro was, in many respects, like that 
of Maund, and Chief Connolly is strongly 
impressed with the probability that Turner 
is the man. 

The negro at Americus, Ga., is held for 
the purpose of being identified aS the as- 
sailant of Dr. R. G. Jackson. The arrest 
of this negro was officially communicated 
to Chief Connolly by Chief J. B. Lamar, 
of that city. The circumstances of the ne- 
gro’s arrest are unknown, but several ar- 
ticles of wearing apparel were found in 
his possession, and these are supposed by 
Chief Lamar to be the property of Dr. Jack- 
son. He is merely working upon a theory, 
and it may eventually be shown that the 
negro is not connected with the crime sus- 
pected of. Chief Connolly sent on a com- 
plete description of the negro last Monday 
morning and should have received an ans- 
swer yesterday. If no reply comes today, 
it is more than probable that Chief Lamar 
is satisfied that he has the wrong negro, 
and further correspondence is unnecessary. 

If, however, these two negroes are the 
men wanted, there will be no delay in bring- 
ing them to the city, and the law will be 
administered to them severely. 


THE DEAD PROFESSOR 


Was a Clerk in His Young Days, but 
Died Very Eminent. 


Professor William Dwight Whitney, who 
died some months ago, occupied the com- 
bined chairs of Sanskirt and comparative 
philology at Yale and was very profound in

life as a clerk in a banking house, but de- 
voted hig leisure to the study of 
particularly Sanskrit. He was

FOR THE ARREST OF THIEVES. 


The Postmaster General Issues Offers 
of Rewards. 

In view of the great number of. postoffice 
burglaries and mail highway robberies the 
postmaster general issued offers of reward 
as follows: 

One thousand dollars for the conviction of 
any person in any United States court on 
the charge of robbing the malls while being 
conveyed in a mail car attached‘ to any 
railway train. 

Five hundred dollars for the conviction of 
any person-in any United States court on 
the charge of robbing the mails while being 
conveyed over any post route other than a 
railway. 

Two hundred and fifty dollars for the 
conviction of any person in any United 
States court on the charge of attempting to 
rob the mails being conveyed on any post 
route. 

One hundred and fifty dollars forthe ar- 
rest and conviction of any person in any 
United States court.on the charge of break- 
ing into a postoffice and stealing there- 
from or of robbing a ‘postoffice or of larceny 
from a postoffice of any amount not ex- 
ceeding $100, and $200 where the amount 
stolen exceeds $500.

DESTROYING ILLICIT WHISKY, 


The Moonshiners Are Having a Very 
Unlucky Season of It. 

The United States internal revenue officials 
have seized and destroyed three full-fledged 
illicit distilleries during the last week. Two 
of them were located in Georgia and the 
other in Cleburne county, Alabama. 

John N. Nix. and William Nix were: ar- 
rested near Flowery Branch, Hall ¢ounty, 
and brought to Atlanta, charged with moon- 
shining. Their outfit consisted of one sixty- 
gallon still, cap and worm, nine fermenters, 
containing 1,800 gallons of beer and mash 
and five gallons of low wine, all of which 
was destroyed. 

Six miles from Acworth, in Cherokee coun- 
ty, a forty-gallon copper still, cap and worm, 
and five stands containing 200 gallons ef 
beer and mash, was discovered and destroy- 
ed. Warrants were sworn out against John 
Brookshire and John Morris charging them 
with operating this still, but they have not 
yet been arrested. 

The Alabama still was located in Turkey 
Heaven mountain, about midway between 
Stormhill and Hightower, Cleburne county, 
and was demolished. It consisted of one 
forty gallon copper still and cap and six 
fermenters, 500 gallons of beer and one lot 
of mash. No arrests were made, the owners 
being unknown.
